The nearest approach to 
It was the mission of James Blount, 
of Georgia, who was sent to Hawaii 
In 1893 by President

President Wilson and Secretary Bry­ 
an are believed to have worked out 
their policy over the protests of ad­ 
visers in the state department, who 
rre well versed in international law. 
T he policy is an experiment. 
It is understood that Mr. Lind car­ 
ried to Mexico a complete plan of 
action, including the instructions to 
bring the Uiendly advances of Presi­ 
dent Wilson to the attention of Hu­ 
erta, if possible.

President Wilson, in common with 
a1! thinking men, is aware that con­ 
ditions in Mexico have shaped to a 
crisis where temporary appeasement 
is an object not to be striven for. Any 
settlement now to be sought should 
Ic lasting and thorough. It is unde­ 
niably a thorny situation w ith which 
President Wilson has to grapple. 
Mr. Lind, while not much

outrage, is still on the job, and will, 
it Is to be expected, exercise potent 
influence on the policy to be adopted 
by this government 
toward Mexico 
and its people.

may be obtained. This distinct class 
requires to be governed 
on certain 
specific principles, and it ought to he 
the duty* of those who exercise au­ 
thority over this class of defectives 
to study* all the weak points in their 
disposition and character 
and 
not'1 
the first awakening of conscience in 
them, so as to be able to correct, it 
possible, the defection to it, and di­ 
rect it into the proper channel, 
there may yet he a certain element 
cf goodness which 
requires 
to 
cultivated and brought to the sur­ 
face. The man who, under an actual 
fit of mental 
disturbance, 
due 
to 
some 
exciting cause, 
commits 
a 
crime, does not rightly belong to this 
class, and from the nature 
of 
his 
acts and the circumstances 
attend­ 
ing them, his condition may be at 
once recognized. The number in this 
category* is not so large as it may at 
I first appear, as 
the 
mental condi- 
’ lion is discovered before acts against 
the law’ are committed.” 
Regarding 
epilepsy, 
Dr. 
Phelan 
said that for centuries the effect of 
this disease upon the mind as well 
as upon the body* of man have con­ 
tributed in no small degree towards 
an important subject In his life his­ 
tory. Some of the greatest crimes 
In history, he said, have been com­ 
mitted by epileptics, 
but 
asserted 
that they did not, 
like 
the feeble­ 
minded and alcoholics, 
properly be­ 
long to a prison or reformatory, ani 
should be fostered and protected. 
Crime, Dr Phelan 
said, 
reaches 
its highest point between the ages 
of 20 and 30, “because during these 
years man’ 3 physical development is

possession of 
him, and his reason has not yet suf­ 
ficiently developed by which he can 
hope, unless by careful guidance and 
the moral and social education of a 
home, to sail safely on the unexplor­ 
ed seas of life.”
